The Southern Express company and 
two of its attaches were indicted yes- 
terday for alleged illegal traffic in 
whisky in connection with the “liquor 
depot” at Chapel and Mangum. streets, 
which ¢he solicitor general seeks to 
abate as a public nuisance. 

Indictments were returned 
the corporation, and one each against 
W. T. Jordan, manager of the depot, 
and John Barrow, a delivery clerk. The 
latter.two were put under bond of $500 
each for appearance before Judge Ben 
Hill in the criminal division superior 
court to answer to the charge of a mis- 
‘ demeanor, 

It was testified before the grand jury 
that Barrow and Jordan had made fre- 
quent HMquor deliveries on Sunday in 
violation of the state enactment gov- 
erning the shipment of intoxicants into 
the state. The express company was 
jointly indicted with the two employees 

this charge. 

T'wo Indictments Returned. 

Two indictments were returned 
against the express company on the 
charge that it had shipped whisky into 
Atlanta in quantities addressed to fic- 
titious persons. The solicmor general’s 
office presented to the jury a bill from 
a Chattanooga distillery to one man (an 
alleged blind tiger who turned state's 
evfidence) for $60 worth of liquor res 
ceived in a single day under thirty fic- 
titlous names. 

Two of the wiksnesses who testified 
before the jury Thursday were Monk 
Boyd and Ed Griffin, negroes, who con- 
fessed to detectives that they had re- 
ceived wholesa’@ supplies by express 
by the method o:) using fictitious names. 
Two hundred consignments of Iiquor 
in the express office said to have been 
shipped to these witnesses were seized 
Saturday night when Judge Hill sizyned 
a temporary injunction order presented 
him by Solicitor General John A. Boy- 
kin. 

Under the original order granted by 
the judge the liquor depot at Chapel 
and Mangum streets was closed and 
the Southern Express company was al- 
lowed to deliver liquor to those who or- 
der it legitimately only from ware- 
houses in the downtown district. This 
injunction order was modified the next 
day so as to allow the depot to continue 
open. The hearing on this restraining 
order was set for Thursday, but was 
indefinitely postponed on account of 
the rush of other court business. 

Work Just Begun. 

Solicitor General John A. Boykin, 
fotlowing the returning of the indict- 
ments, said: 

“This merely begins the work that is 
going to be done by the solicitor gen- 
eral’s office in the investigation and 
prosecution of violations of the state 
prohibition laws. 

“In the short time today our office 
had time to submit only a part of the 
mass of matter it has collected to the 
grand jury. I do not know how long 
the investigation is going to last, but 
we are going to the bottom of it, and

Washington, February 15.—Prohlibi- 
tion took a step forward today in both 
branches of congress. 

in the senate drastic amendments to 
the postal appropriation bill were 
agreed to which would make criminal 
the importation of liquor into states 
Which prohibit its manufacture and 
sale for beverage purposes, and which 
would exclude liquor adyertisements 
from the mails in states which legislate 
against such advertising. 

On the house side the national pro- 
hibition constitutional amendment wag 
favorably reported from the judiciary 
committee with a prediction by Chair- 
man Webb that it would be passed 
within a week. Champions of prohibi- 
tion greeted this announcement with 
enthusiasm, in spite of their realization 
that passage in the house will end ac- | 
tion on the amendment in so far as this 
session of congress is concerned. There 
is no thought of action by the senate 
before March 4, when the sixty-fourth 
congress dies. 

Vote of 45 to 11. 

The amendment to the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill to make it a crime to 
ship liquor into prohibition states was 
added by Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
to the Jones amendment barring news- 
papers or other publications or letters 
and postal cards containing Mquor ad- 
vertisements from the mails in states 
which have laws against such adver- 
tising. It was adopted after brief de- 
bate by a vote of 45 to 11 by the sen- 
ate, sitting as committee of the whole. 

The Reed amendment, which awaits 
a final vote in the senate, is as follows: 

“Whoever shall order, purchase or 
cause intoxicating liquors to be trans- 
ported in interstate commerce except 
for scientific, sacramental, medicinal or 
mechanical purposes into any state or 
territory the laws of which state or 
territory prohibit the manufacture or 
sale therein of intoxicating liquors for 
beverage purposes, shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $1,000 or im- 
prisoned not more than six months, or 
both, and for any subsequent offense, 
shall be imprisoned not more than one 
year,” 

Dry States “Bone Dry.” 

The effect of this provision if final- 
ly accepted by the senate and agreed 
to by the house, will be to make all 
prohibition states ‘“‘bone dry.” It will 
operate against provisions in various 
states permitting importation of limit- 
ed amvuunts of liquor for individual con- 
sumption.

~ TO GET ARMY RECRUIT 


War Department Takes Un- 
usual Step to Secure Bad- 
ly Needed Men. 


Washington, February 15.—The war 
department today called upon individ- 
ual citizens, patriotic societies and $or- 
ganizations to help get recruits for the 
army. 

It is the first step of the kind ever 
taken by the government in time of 
peace, army Officers say, and is regard- 
ed as a forcible illustration of the need 
the army feels for more men. 

A circular letter sent out today states 
those interested in preparedness ‘‘can 
render no more effective service, at 
present, than by using their utmost 
influence to recruit the regular army 
to the strength authorized by law.” 

The navy department also has,asked 
assistance from civilians and organi- 
zations in recruiting’ work. Rear Ad- 
miral Palmer, in charge of recruiting 
work, said today that the Navy league 
was: conducting an active recruiting 
campaign and other’ similar bodies 
were being interested in the work. 

Much appreciation for the work post- 
masters are doing as recruiting agents 
for the army Was expressed today in a 
war. department statement. Indiana 
postmasters lead those of other states, 
with seventy-four recruits against 
sixty-four for Georgia.

ASKS AID OF CITIZENS — FXPORT SHIPMENTS | 


UNDER EMBARGO 


Railroads Reach Agreement 
as Result of Great Conges- 
tion of Goods at Eastern 


Ports.

Washington, February 15.—The chief 
railroads ot the country took sum- 
mary action today to relieve the short- 
age of freight cars and the traffic con- 
gestion at eastern seaports, again ap- 
proaching an acute stage because of 
, the curtailment of trans-Atlantic sail- 
ings by Germany’s new submarine cam- 
paign. 

Representatives of thirty roads, at 
a meeting here attended by interstate 
commerce commission officials, reach- 
ed-a “gentlerflan’s agreement” for a 
new and drastic campaign of relief, 
including the following measures: 

Adoption of regulations fantamount 
to a virtual embargo on all export ship- 
ments through eastern ports, until a 
part of the vast accumulation already 
awaiting steamships can be cleared 
away. 

Liberal use of “an. intelligent embar- 
zo” on all domestic east-bound ship- 
ments, such an embargo, already ef- 
fective on some roads, may be extended. 

To Send Empties Back. 

A policy of separating empty from 
loaded cars in the congested yards and 
sending the empties back, with others 
released by unloading, to western lines 
in solid trainloads, ahead of all other 
traffic except passenger trains. 

Eastern roads agree to give in ad- 
dition an empty car to their western 
connection for every loaded car re- 
ceived. 

Export traffic through the east will 
remain virtually at a standstill during 
the: period of adjustment and east- 
bound domestic traffic will be great- 
ly curtailed, if the plans work out. The 
amount of freight for export has in- 
creased greatly at eastern points be- 
cause of the great decrease in steam- 
Ship sailings since the severance of 
diplomatic relations with Germany, the 
congestion at some eastern yards, it 
was said, having ‘become so serious that 
it is extremely difficult to move any- 
thing. One road is reported to have 
every track crowded and in addition 
cars loaded with export wheat standing 
on 94 barges in New York harbor. Ev- 
ery eastern grain elevator is said to 
be overflowing and in addition there 
are 4,000,000 bushels of export wheat

PACKING HOUSES. 


The condition of not enough hogs for 
the packing plants in Georgia existing only 
a few years ago has now been reversed, so 
that the demand now is for more packing 
houses to accommodate the hogs. 

The former maintained, too; in a day 
when packing plants in Georgia were few 
and far between. 

Today, as pointed out in a communica- 
tion from W. W. Croxton, general passen- 
ger agent of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad, printed elsewhere upon 
this page, the farmers of Georgia having 
responded so generally to the call of better 
farming and diversification, that condition 
is exactly reversed, andthe packers are 
unable to handle the supply of hogs pro- 
duced in the state, and the surplus is being 
shipped on the. hoof to packers outside of 
Georgia. Added significance is given this 
also because the number of packing estab- 
lishments has been constantly 
year by vear. 

Just the other day, for instance, a cor- 
poration, composed, with the exception of 
one man, of Chicago capitalists, has been 
formed -for the purpose of installing a pack- 
ing plant near Rome, Ga 

This is gratifying, not so much in the 
specific instance itself as in presenting as 
it does concrete evidence of the interest 
capital of the north and east is manifesting 
in the possibilities of the south as a fruitful 
field for investment. And it also empha- 
sizes the growing, and points to the future, 
importance of Georgia as a meat-producing 
State. 

This corporation has applied for a char- 
ter, capitalized at $24,000, with privilege to 
increase this to $100,000 as development 
might require. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to erect a large packing establishment 
and to operate a stock farm, stocked with 
blooded hogs and cattle, from which to par- 
tially supply the meat for curing in the 
plant. 

That such business pays handsomely in 
Georgia, with returns constantly increasing, 
is evidenced by the records of each of such 
industrial establishments now in operation 
in the state. 

Just a few days ago, for instance, the 
statement was made by the Waycross Pack- 
ing company, Waycross, Ga., to the effect 
that during the fifty-eight operating days of 
its plant last preceding February 1, it had 
paid out to producers more than $1,200 a 
day—a total of $74,593.79—for hogs, cattle, 
sheep and goats, every cent of which went 
to the farmers round about; and’ the de- 
mand for the cured product has been far 
greater than the plant could supply. 

“Waycross,” said the news report—

“is feeling in many ways the benefits of the 
plant, and as soon as Ware county begins 
to supply a greater per cent of the ani- 
mals needed at the plant, naturally more 
of the money will be Kept at home.’ 


Doubtless the experience of the Way- 
cross plant will be duplicated by that of the 
plant to be built at Rome, and the latter 
will prove as great a blessing to the farmers 
and the rural interests of Floyd county as 
the former has to those of Ware. 

In fact, the success of every packing 
plant in the state has been such as to re- 
move any element of hazard from such an 
investment. That of the Moultrie plant, in 
operation only about two years, has been 
phenomenal. The same is true of the White 
Provision company’s plant—the pioneer of 
them all—and of the others in and near 
Atlanta. The success of the business in 
Georgia during the last few years has been 
so general—without a single failure—that

whose terms have not expired, pending the 
beginning of the term for which Mr. Brown 
was elected. 

The subordinate officials in question in- 
clude the chief and all oil inspeetors; fer- 
tilizer inspectors, the state chemist, the chief 
food inspector and the chief drugs inspector. 

The assistant commissioner is not a com- 
missioned officer of the department. 

Attorney General Walker will render the 
opinion asked for, he promised, the latter 
part of next week, when Mr. Brown will im- 
mediately organize his foree for the unex- 
pired term of Mr. Price, to which he has been

In all probability several changes will be 
made in the office force and in the personnel 
of subdepartment heads after Commissioner 
Brown receives the attorney general's opin- 
ion.

Chicago, February 15.—The § seven- 
teenth season of the American league 
will open April 11, according to the of- 
ficial schedule for 1917, as made public 
by B. B. Johnson, president of the 
league, tonight.

OF DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Paris, February 15.-—The food -‘min- 
istry has decided that from February 
19 maximum prices are to be fixe:l 
throughout France for milk, butter and 
cheese. In the department of the 
Seine. ineluding Paris, the price of 
milk must not exceed ten cents for a li- 
tre—about a pint and three-quarters— 
if bought in a shop, or 11 cents deliv- 
ered. The maximum prices for butter 
vary from $1.12 to $1.34 per kilo— 
roughly two pounds—according to the 
quality and source. 

The only cheese prices fixed so far 
are camembert,> from 13 cents to 25 
cents the small box, according to the 
quality and Pont L’Eveque at slightly 
higher prices. <All prices must be con- 
spicuously displayed in the shops con- 
cerned. ;

The sub-committee, consisting of 
Representatives Campbell of Kansas, 
bennet of New York and Foster of ll- 
iinois, will stay here until Monday ex- 
amining brokers’ statements, Planning 
to continue their work in Washington 
after that. 

Wall street gossip was busy after 
the close of today’s hearing trying 
to deduce the identity of an unnamed 
speculator whose account was between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000 when the big 
break came in the market after the 
president’s peace note became public. 
Oliver Harriman, a broker, testified 
that he carried such a big “short” ac- 
count on his books, his operations dat- 
ing from November, but he declined to 
divulge the customer’s name. 

In connection with that account, 
however, there was put in evidence a 
telegram dated New York, December 
“J, and sent over Mr. Harriman’s pri- 
vate wires to his Washington office, 
asking: “Hlave you. heard anything 
mbout the government to issue this aft- 
ernoon a statement regarding the eco- 
nomic condition of Europe?”

Washington dea = in the stock 
market. Mr. Harriman said that on 
December 21 he bought for a congress- 
man tifty shares of United States Steel 
on the long side. He declined to give 
this customer’s name _ also, and Mr. 
Whipple remarked that he did not pe- 
lieve the incident was of any interest 
to the committee.

Washington, February 15.—Failure

occupation of Santiago by General Fer- 
nandez, commanding more than a regi- 
ment of regular troops who joined him 
in revolt. 

Satisfaction was displayed at the 
state department over information that 
so far the rebels have destroyed no 
property. Representatives of business 
interests in the island have exhibited 
anxiety, epecially the possibility that 
the liberal leaders might cause the 
destruction of the cane fields. 

Both factions have expressed to the 
department their approval of the note 
of warning sent by Secretary Lansing. 
The liberal leaders have protested that 
they are not contemplating any reign 
of terror and President Menocal in a 
tormal communication sent by his sec- 
retary of foreign affairs thanked the 
American government for the confi- 
dence it has shown in the Cuban peo- 
ple. He assured the government that 
with the moral support of the United 
States he felt certain he would be able 
to dominate the situation. 


Government Optimistic. 

Havana, February 15.—In spite of
